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Dental Hygiene Institute Expands Program 
CHICAGO DENTAL SOCIETY INCREASES FINANCIAL SUPPORT

When the Dental Hygiene Institute 
was established in January of 1942 by 
the Chicago Dental Society to do a pub- 
lic relations job for dentistry, the Society 
subscribed 50 per cent of the first year’s 
budget of $12,000, or $6,000. Dental 
' dealers and laboratories were invited to 
join with the Society in this promotional 
activity and promptly and cheerfully 
accepted the invitation by pledging 40 
per cent of the initial budget. The re- 
maining 10 per cent was made up by 
individual memberships at $5 each from 
dentists and laymen. 

The original budget of $12,000 has 
proved inadequate to carry on all of 
the educational activities projected by 
the Institute. Therefore, the directors 
of the Chicago Dental Society, at a spe- 
cial meeting held June 21, voted to in- 
crease the Society’s contribution to $9,000 
for the current year. A number of the 
trade members have increased their 
pledges, and additional contributing 
memberships from this group are being 
solicited. A committee of dentists from 
the eight branches of the Dental Society, 
under the chairmanship of Dr. Harold 
W. Welch, is working to obtain 1,000 
individual memberships from dentists. 


INDUSTRIAL DIAGNOSTIC SERVICE 


Increased income from these three 
sources will enable the Institute to ex- 
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pand its usefulness. It is hoped that the 
Industrial Diagnostic Service can be 
functioning by fall. While such a project 
presents many. problems, especially at 
the present time, these problems are not 
insurmountable, and the consensus of 
the directors of both the Dental Society 
and the Institute is that the Institute 
should go ahead with this phase of its 
program. A full-time industrial super- 
visor is needed to carry on this service, 
and the increased funds will make pos- 
sible the employment of such a person. 

During the twelve-month period end- 
ing May 31, the Institute’s educational 
films and program have been presented 
before 167 lay organizations—women’s 
clubs, parent-teacher _ organizations, 
church groups, Lions and Kiwanis clubs 
—with a total attendance of 11,075. 
The way bookings for next fall and win- 
ter are coming in, it is expected that 
this attendance will be greatly increased 
during the next twelve months. A new 
sound slide film which is now in produc- 
tion will be ready for the fall club sea- 
son. 


DENTAL HEALTH WEEK 


Another division of the Institute’s 
program is publicity. Dental Health 
Week, observed in April, has been the 
outstanding publicity activity to date. A 
planographed broadside showing ex- 
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amples of Dental Health Week pub- 
licity has been mailed to all members 
of the Chicago Dental Society. The Week 
was an experiment, but experience has 
demonstrated that it should have an 
important place in the Institute’s pro- 
gram of public education and should be 
expanded next year. 


Articles on dental health prepared by 
the Institute have been published in 
community newspapers and _ industrial 
house organs. A series of articles prepared 
by the Institute has been running in 
Downtown Shopping News. 

The Institute proposes to spend a por- 
tion of its increased funds for the pro- 
duction of educational pamphlets, for 
which there have been many requests 
from clubs, schools, and industrial es- 
tablishments.

At the Institute’s annual meeting held 
June 14, the following officers were 
elected : President, Mrs. Richard M. Hal- 
linan; first vice-president, Dr. Mary 
Newell ; second vice-president, Mrs. Leo 


W. Kremer; treasurer, Dr. Thomas E. 
Fleming. Mrs. Sidney Levy, Mr. Thomas 
G. McMahon, Mrs. Theodore B. Sachs, 
Mr. John J. Hollister, and Dr. H. R. H. 
Brevig were elected directors to serve 
three years. 

Dr. Thomas E. Fleming is chairman 
of the Institute’s Professional Policy and 
Guidance Committee for the current 
year. Serving with him are Drs. Lon 
W. Morrey, F. S. Tittle, Clyde C. West, 
and Glenn E. Cartwright. According to 
the Institute’s by-laws, no activities may 
be undertaken without the approval of 
this committee, which is made up of 
dentists nominated by the Chicago Den- 
tal Society. 

One of the things the Institute hopes 
to accomplish through its program of 
public education is increased volume of 
dental practice so that, when the 600 
members of the Chicago Dental Society 
who have joined the armed forces re- 
turn to civilian life, they will find pa- 
tients waiting for them. Even more im- 


portant than this, however, is the pub- 
lic service of improving the health of 
the community through creating an 
awareness of the importance of regular 
care of the teeth. 

Every individual who enters the pro- 
fession of dentistry does so for the pur- 
pose of earning a living for himself and 
his family. But he also hopes to make his 
contribution to the welfare of humanity, 
hopes that the world may be a little bet- 
ter for his having lived and worked in it. 
Those who help support the Dental 
Hygiene Institute have the satisfaction 
of contributing to the health and hap- 
piness of the human beings who make up 
this community. 

These objectives more than justify the 
Institute’s existence, although there are 
many other reasons, both selfish and al- 
truistic, why every Chicago dentist should 
support its program through member- 
ship. The membership blank on page 25 
may be used for individual memberships.

BOOK REVIEW 


Principles of Orthodontics by J. A. 
Salzmann, D.D.S. Lecturer on Preventive 
Orthodontics at the Murry and Leonie 
Guggenheim Dental Clinic, New York, 
N. Y.; Head Dental Service New York 
City Vocational Schools; Associate Edi- 
tor, American Journal of Orthodontics 
and Oral Surgery; Editor of the New 
York Journal of Dentistry; Editorial 
Board, Dentistry, A Digest of Practice ; 
Fellow of the American Public Health 
Association; Author of “Principles and 
Practice of Public Health Dentistry.” 
Pp. 674 with 450 illustrations. Index. 
Cloth. Price $10.00. Philadelphia: J. B. 
Lippincott Co. 1943. 

In a field. which has become as in- 
volved as the science of orthodontia has 
in its relatively short life, it is not ex- 
pected that any one individual could 
become an authority in all of its ramifica- 
tions. The author has acted more or less 
in an editorial capacity for a rather 
impressive list of contributors to the pres- 
ent knowledge of orthodontia. He ac- 
knowledges the assistance of a number 
of men, particularly those in allied medi- 
cal fields. 

While an appliance is the tool with 
which the orthodontist works, technics 
are de-emphasized in this book. About 
twelve per cent of the pages have been 
used to discuss appliances. Included in 
this portion of the text are the technics 
of the labio-lingual arch, the Angle 
edgewise arch appliance, Tweed’s tech- 
nic, the Norwegian system, and bite 
planes. 

The remainder of the book deals with 
what might be called the science of 
orthodontia. Growth and development, 
histology, physiology, technics of analy- 
sis and treatment planning are among 
the subjects covered. Obviously, the 
gathering of such a vast amount of ma- 
terial from such varied sources has led 
to the inclusion of some contradictory 
statements and viewpoints. If there 
could be any criticism of the book it 


might be that many of these contradic. 
tions are not pointed out and analyzed, 

The book is in the nature of an en- 
cyclopedia of orthodontia, reference js 
made to some 800 authors in the periodi- 
cal literature. With its extensive bibliog. 
raphy it should be very valuable to the 
student of the art and science of pre- 
venting and correcting malocclusions,

Operative Oral Surgery by Leo Winter, 
D.D.S., M.D., F.A.C.D., Sc. D. (Hon), 
L.L.D., Professor in Oral Surgery New 
York University.

The second edition of Dr. Leo Win. 
ter’s popular text book “Operative Oral 
Surgery” has been enlarged to include 
the treatment of conditions produced 
by modern warfare. New chapters have 
been included covering chemotherapy, 
shock, burns, war wounds, dislocation 
and subluxation of the temporomandib- 
ular articulations, and pin fixation or 
skeletal fixation for treatment of frac- 
tures. 

The author has kept his original in- 
tent of providing a text on oral surgery 
that will discuss and illustrate simply 
the symptomatology, diagnosis and treat- 
ment of oral diseases and disturbances. 
Special emphasis has been given to treat- 
ment. That the practical aspect of the 
subject is stressed rather than the theo- 
retical is demonstrated by the fact that 
out of 1045 pages in the text only two 
pages are given to the chapter that dis- 
cusses wound healing. 

This edition, following the pattern 
of the first, is extensively illustrated. A 
total of 1211 figures are used, making 
the book a type of atlas. The pictures 
on the whole are excellent and relevant. 
Many words are saved by their use. 

The text is printed on good quality 
paper and the type is large and easily 
read. The book is a definite contribution 
to the dental wartime literature. 
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EDITORIAL 


FACTS AND FANCIES IN SCIENTIFIC WRITING 

There seems to be an increasing tendency for papers to get into the dental 
literature in which the author makes statements that he submits as facts with- 
out any established evidence to support his contention. Wishful thinking may 
form the basis for ideas that seem so plausible to the author that he accepts 
them as truths. The uncritical reader may be misled by dogmatic statements 
based on fancy. 

It might be contended that professional men having adequate educational 
background should be able to read the literature and differentiate between 
established truths and debatable statements. But in this fast moving age with - 
so many inroads on the time of busy professional men how many readers will, 
or should, take the time necessary to make the distinction? : 

The scope of dentistry has broadened immeasurably in recent years and den- 
tal literature has increased in pace. It may no longer be possible for a dental 
editor to be informed sufficiently in all phases of dental practice and research 
to permit him to judge properly all the material that goes into his publication, 
although it would seem that in any subject careful reading should detect state- 
ments unsupported by adequate evidence. Perhaps dental journals of the 
general type should create editorial boards of competent people to analyze 
critically the material in special fields. 

The Council on Dental Therapeutics is to be commended for the series of 
excellent articles prepared under its sponsorship and published in the Journal 
of the American Dental Association. The discussions are concise, informative 
and readable, prepared by scientists who are genuine authorities in the sub- 
jects on which they write. More of this type of writing should be encouraged. 
Unfortunately the articles are placed in the section on Association Activities 
and are not listed in the table of contents. 

Schour and Massler, in a series of these articles, entitled “Endocrines and 
Dentistry,” list examples of unsupported statements which have appeared 
in recent publications.’ For example, “ All the phenomena of tooth decay in- 
cluding resorption and erosion of the surface of crown and root, are endocrine 
manifestations.” (Hardgrove). “Teeth that show rapid decay are hungry for 
calcium and phosphorus in the proper relation.” (Hardgrove.) If the baby 
arrived in this world free from endocrine defects, the orthodontists would lose 
from one-third to one-half their clients.” (Hutton.) “The size and shape of 
the particular teeth are diagnostic signs of specific endocrine disturbances.” 
(Marinus and Berman.) A booklet has been published titled “An evaluation 
of Dental Health Literature” by Vern D. Irwin and Netta Wilson in which 
attention is focused on nearly 2500 fallacious, controversial and improper 
statements that have appeared in current dental health literature.” 

We do not need more articles or periodicals in our dental literature. Papers 
should be published for no other reason than their scientific and professional 
merit. Reading a paper before a scientific body does not necessarily qualify 
that paper for publication. There should be fewer and better papers pub- 
lished and those that appear should have stood the test of critical editing. 


If such a policy were followed, more dentists would be encouraged to read.—

The vote was seventy-five 
against and sixty for. Further comment 
will be made on the defeat of this Bill 
after an analysis has been made of the 
reasons for this vote.

At a special meeting of the Board 
of Directors on June 29, 138 members 
of the Chicago Dental Society were ap- 
pointed to various committee posts. The 
custom of notifying the men appointed 
to committees has been altered from 
previous years. This year the appointee 
is notified of his appointment and told 
that if he does not accept in ten days 
it will be assumed that he had rejected 
the appointment. A post card was en- 
closed with the letter notifying mem- 
bers of their appointment upon which 
their acceptance should be indicated 
and returned to the Society.

ARMY NEEDS DENTAL 
HYGIENISTS 


The United States Civil Service Com- 
mission has lowered the requirements 
for dental hygienist positions in Army 
hospitals and dispensaries throughout the 
country. Under the Federal civil serv- 
ice regulations the hygienists are sta- 
tioned only within the United States. 
They receive $1970 a year entrance 
salary with a work week of forty-eight

hours. Experience is no longer required 
for appointment to the dental hygienist 
positions. All that is required is the 
completion of a course in a recognized 
school of oral hygiene. There are no 
age limits and no written tests. 

Full information and _ application 
forms may be obtained at first and sec- 
ond class post offices, at Civil Service 
regional offices, and at the U. S. Civil 
Service Commission in Washington, D.C. 


USED X-RAY EQUIPMENT 
SOUGHT 


The Safety and Technical Supplies 

Division of the War Production Board 
has issued a statement requesting dentists 
and physicians throughout the country 
to release x-ray equipment not now in 
use. 
“Members of the medical and dental 
professions going into the armed services 
and all others who are temporarily not 
using their x-ray apparatus are urged to 
dispose of it,” Francis M. Shields, direc- 
tor of the Division said. “The demands 
for this equipment by the armed forces 
are heavy and will necessarily increase. 
Moreover, production is limited by short- 
ages of critical materials, skilled workers, 
and other factors. It is imperative that 
every item of x-ray equipment should 
be kept at work. 
» “Doctors and dentists who are not now 
using their apparatus should sell it, not 
only as a patriotic duty but also as a mat- 
ter of self interest. Because of rapid devel- 
opments that are taking place, the doctor 
who stores his equipment when he goes 
to war may well find that it is obsolescent 
and of no use to him when he returns to 
civilian life and private practice.” 

Owners of idle apparatus are asked to 
report to the Division, on Form WPB 
1976, giving complete data on equip- 
ment, including selling price. Only ap- 
paratus capable of active service but now 
idle is wanted. Dentists, physicians, etc., 
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looking for used equipment are asked to 
make their needs known to the Supplies 
Division, so that their requests may be 
checked against apparatus that is for sale. 

The sale of new x-ray equipment is 
registered under Order L-206 to the 
armed forces and those civilian purposes 
approved by the War Production Board. 


DR. J. W. BEHM 
1871-1943 


Dr. J. W. Behm, life member of the 
Illinois State Dental Society, died at his 
home, 4815 North Damen Avenue, May 
25, 1943- 

He was born in Grand Haven, Michi- 
gan, in 1871. Dr. Behm had practiced 
in Chicago since his graduation from 
Northwestern University Dental School 
in 1902. He was a member of the North 
Side Branch of the Chicago Dental 
Society and of the American Dental 
Association. 

He is survived by his wife, Mary, 
three children and a brother, Dr. L. J. 
Behm. 

Interment was in Ridgewood Ceme- 
tery, Chicago. 


DR. HARRY D. NORTON 


Dr. Harry D. Norton, 52 years old, 
who practiced dentistry in Chicago for 
thirty years, died June 6, 1943. He be- 
came ill while participating in a ten mile 
ride of the Town and Country Equestrian 
Association, of which he was a dire@tor. 
He was rushed to the Evanston Hospital 
and was pronounced dead upon arrival. 
Dr. Norton was a graduate of the Chi- 
cago College of Dental Surgery, a mem- 
ber of the Chicago Dental Society and 
of the Medinah Club. His office was at 
55 East Washington Street. To his
